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Former  President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  Will  Be  Guest  of  Honor 
At  Special  Service  on  Friday  Evening,  May  28,  at  8:30  P.M. 


An  extraordinary  service  will  take 
place  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  on 
Friday  evening,  May  28,  1965  at  8:30 
p.m.  The  service  will  mark  the  twentieth 
anniversary  of  the  liberation  of  the  con¬ 
centration  camps  in  Germany  by  the 
Allied  Armies  under  the  command  of 
General  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower.  The 
former  President  of  the  United  States 
has  accepted  the  invitation  to  be  the 
guest  of  honor  at  this  service  and  will 
be  the  recipient  of  a  commemorative 
gift  to  be  awarded  to  him  by  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  in  appreciation  for 
his  historic  contribution  to  the  emanci¬ 
pation  of  the  remnant  of  European 
Jewry. 

It  was  during  the  month  of  May, 
1945  that  the  American  and  British 


Armies  captured  the  German  concentra¬ 
tion  camps  of  Buchenwald,  Dachau  and 
Bergen-Belsen.  Other  smaller  camps 
were  seized  during  the  same  period  of 
time  and  soon  still  others  were  captured. 
The  story  of  how  the  pitiful  survivors 
found  alive  in  the  concentration  camps 
were  restored  to  health  and  human 
dignity  is  one  of  the  heartening  chapters 
in  American  military  history.  At  that 
time  Rabbi  Nadich  was  senior  Jewish 
chaplain  in  the  European  theatre  of 
operations  and  was  appointed  by  Gene¬ 
ral  Eisenhower  to  serve  as  his  first 
advisor  in  Jewish  affairs.  The  eventful 
days  of  the  summer  and  autumn  of  1945 
when  relief  and  rehabilitation  were 
brought  to  the  displaced  persons  are. 
therefore,  well-known  to  Rabbi  Nadich 


who  described  them  in  his  book  Eisen¬ 
hower  and  the  Jews,  published  in  1953. 
The  role  of  General  Eisenhower  in  the 
rescue  of  the  Jewish  concentration  camp 
survivors  will  be  discussed  by  Rabbi 
Nadich  at  the  special  service  on  May  28.

Honored  at  Dinner

A  capacity  audience  heard  a  mean¬ 
ingful  discussion  of  “Narcotics  at  your 
I)oorstep“  by  a  panel  of  authoritative 
speakers  at  an  open  meeting  on  May

The  Festival  of  Shavuot,  the  Feast 
of  Weeks,  which  is  ushered  in  on  the 
eve  of  the  sixth  day  of  Sivan,  lasts  for 
two  days.  This  year  the  festival  begins 
on  Saturday  eve,  June  5,  with  the  first 
day  on  Sunday,  June  6;  the  second  day 
on  Monday,  June  7.  Special  services  will 
be  held  in  the  synagogue  during  botii 
days.  On  Sunday,  the  beautiful  Gradua¬ 
tion-Confirmation  Service  will  take 
place  when  students  who  have  completed 
the  required  course  of  study  will  receive 
diplomas.  On  Monday,  June  7,  the 
Yizkor  memorial  prayers  will  be  recited. 

Derivation  of  The  Name  -  Shavuot 

Shavuot  is  intimately  linked  with  the 
Festival  of  Passover.  Its  very  name 
means  “weeks”  referring  to  the  Sefirah, 
the  counting  of  seven  weeks  or  forty- 
nine  days  from  the  second  day  of  Pesah. 
The  fiftieth  day  is  Shavuot,  the  season 
of  the  giving  of  the  Torah.  Its  English 
name,  Pentecost,  is  from  the  Greek  and 
means  “50th  day”.  The  festival  which 
traditionally  commemorates  the  giving 
of  the  Torah  at  Mount  Sinai  to  Israel 
is  called  Z 'man  Matan  Toratenu  —  the 
season  of  the  giving  of  the  Torah.  The 
Midrash  states  that  the  souls  of  all 
Israelites,  even  those  not  yet  born,  were 
present  at  Mount  Sinai  at  the  giving  of 
the  Law,  so  that  all  generations  of  Israel 
are  bound  to  the  Torah  and  to  each 
other  by  their  participation  in  this  great 
event. 

Sefirah  -  Counting  of  the  Omer 

The  counting  of  the  Omer,  begun  on 
the  second  evening  of  Passover,  comes 
to  an  end  with  Shavuot.  Every  evening 
during  the  seven  week  interval,  the 
Sefirah  or  “counting”  is  made.  Historic 
meaning  has  been  attached  to  this  peri¬ 
od.  The  Romans,  having  conquered 
Palestine,  sacked  Jerusalem  and  destroy¬ 
ed  the  Second  Temple  in  the  year  90 
of  the  common  era.  The  Jews  led  by 
Bar  Kochba  revolted  against  Rome. 
Rabbi  Akiiba  lent  his  support  to  the 
insurrection  as  did  many  of  his  disci¬ 
ples.  After  some  initial  success,  Bar 
Kochba  fell  in  battle  and  Rabbi  Akiba 
died  a  martyr’s  death. 


According  to  tradition,  a  plague  be¬ 
fell  the  students  of  Rabbi  Akiba  during 
the  Omer  season.  To  commemorate  this 
tragedy,  the  period  of  Sefirah  is  marked 
as  a  time  of  semi-mourning.  It  was  only 
on  Lag  Ba-Omer  (the  33rd  day  of  the 
Omer)  that  the  plague  came  to  an  end. 

Shavuot  in  The  Home 

At  home,  as  in  the  synagogue,  flow¬ 
ers  and  green  branches  are  traditional 
decorations,  commemorating  the  agri¬ 
cultural  aspect  of  this  harvest  festival. 
File  green  branches  symbolize  the  Torah 
which  is  “A  tree  of  life”.  Dairy  dishes, 
such  as  blintzes  and  sour  cream,  noodle 
pudding  and  cheese  cake,  are  served  to 
commemorate  the  fact  that  the  Torah 
and  the  Ten  Commandments  were  first 
implanted,  studied  and  practiced  by  the 
Israelites  in  Canaan  —  the  land  of 
“milk  and  honey”. 

Blessings  Recited 
Before  Lighting  Candles 

The  festival  is  initiated  by  the  mistress 
of  the  bouse  who  lights  the  Yom  Tov 
candles  and  recites  the  following  bles¬ 
sing: 

BO-RUCH  A-TOH  ADO-NOY  ELO- 
HEY-NU  ME-LECH  HA-OLAM  A- 
SHER  KID-DISH-ANU  BE-MITZ-VO- 
SOV  VE-TZI-VANU  LE-HAD-Llk 
NEYR  SHEL  YOM  TOV. 

BO-RUCH  A-TOH  ADO-NOY  ELO- 
HEY-NU  ME-LECH  HA-OLAM  SHE- 
HE-CHE-YONU  VE-KI-YMONU  VE- 
HI-GI-ONU  LA-Z’MAN  HA-ZEH. 

“Blessed  art  Thou,  0  Lord  our  Cod, 
King  of  the  Universe,  who  has  sancti¬ 
fied  us  by  Thy  commandments  and  has 
commanded  us  to  kindle  the  Festival 
light.” 

“Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God, 
King  of  the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us 
in  life,  and  has  sustained  us  and  en¬ 
abled  us  to  reach  this  season.”
